HOW THE LINE WAS LAID. 


The foretaste of •the Pacific's .way of- 


receiving the thread which will soon 
cross from side to side and complete 
the exploration of the deeps of the 
great sea which was 'had by the engi- 
neers of the expedition on Friday. 
December 12, when the unsuccessful 
attepipt was made to put down the San 
Francisco shore end was more than 
fulfilled 
by the 
experiences which 


crowd the record of the twelve days' 
cable laying. 
Rough and boisterous 


was the treatment bestowed upon the 
gYeat ship which, as its precious load 
was laid upon the floor of the ocean, 
became more and more the toy of the 
wildest waves which have been seen 
along the track of the steamships be- 
tween San Francisco and Honolulu 
for many years. 


The story of how the surf beat back 


the boats and rendered unsafe the lay- 
ing of the slender cable 'has been told 
and the trip of the vessel described 
through the brief bulletins which pass- 
ed between the ship and shore at noon 
each day. Then alone was the line 
used for speaking purposes. 
Every 


other minute of the day there were 
being pressed the tests, which were 
continuous and exhaustive, each, min- 
ute the cable, as it passed over the 
great wheels at the stern of the snip,.. 
.showing that no damage 'bad resulted 


only on board the ship, but when the 
California shore was left behind, there 
were in the cable hut fading the west 
four men whose duty it was to con- 
stantly watch the fluctuations of the 
spot upon the scale. It was a matter 
of arrangement -when the tests should 
be discontinued "so that the day's re* 
ports could be made. The hour of me- 
ridian is usually chosen, for the ob- 
servations made at that time show the 
position of the vessel and enable the 
engineers in 'charge to make compari- 
son of the work they have done during 
the run.

The Friday after the false'start had 


been made saw a perfect day,- but ow- 
ing to the fact that the main tank of 
cable had been exhausted, .there hav- 
ing been taken out 929 miles of cable, 
there was a delay of about an hour 
during the evening in changing, which 
cut down the record to 204 miles. 
There was little out of the ordinary 
which marked the week end, the ves- 
sel, relieved of nearly half her cargo, 
rolling like mad, and the speed being 
maintained at about eight knots, the 
days' work netting 189 miles. Sunday 
just seven days out from California, 
was the most perfect day of the entire 
trip and the men, both in the engineers 
department and "in the management of 
the ship, felt that the worst was 
passed.

STORM ON THE COAST. 


There was to be no holiday for the 


busy men aboard the ship, though the 
holiday feeling was there and everyone, 
from chief to scullion, was in fine hu- 
mor over the fact that 300 miles would 
bring sight of land. The morning 
showed a cool strong breeze and the 
sea waa- running with vigor, causing 
the ship, which now showed nearly 
twenty feet of free board, to roll al- 
most to the langerous angle. The *e<i-. 
ond change of tanks, -this time from 
the after one" to the fore tank, was 
made during the night without trou- 
ble, and the last leg of the work was 
fairly on. The noon hour observation 
showed that 215 miles for the day had 
been passed, and that 2,109 miles of 
cable had been dropped Into the sea. 


But thoafternoon, and everting were 


?uch as to try the hearts of the bravest 
f all. The wind which swept as a 
sentle breeze through the rigging all 
day turned iAtj> a. gale and howled over 
the rolling craft. 
Empty, almost, the 


vessel turned on the sides, the angle 
of rolling passing forty degrees, and 
the life beats on the upper davits being 
dipped into the green seas which went 
sv.-irling oifer the decks.

TREMENDOUS WEIGHT OF CABLE. 


The weight of the cable at times was 


tremendous. When the vessel was lay- 
ing cable in 2,000 fathoms of water 
the ground end of the cable was twen- 
ty miles astern and as the cable left 
the vessel it took nearly three hours 
for it to strike the bottom. During 
this -time the speed of the vessel wao 
seven or eight knots an hour, but the 
cable was moving much faster as the 
cabte had to go up and down over hills 
and valleys and was longer than the 
distance the vessel traveled over the 
sea level. 


During all the time that th^s cable 


was being paid out electricians were 
constantly testing «. In the festing 
room connections were made with the 
shore bouse at San Franciso, where 
tour other electricians were posted.

There was to be no holiday for the 


busy men aboard the ship, though the 
holiday feeling was there and everyone, 
from chief to sculldon, was in fine hu- 
mor over the fact that 300 miles would 
bring sight of land.

TREMENDOUS WEIGHT OP CABLE. 


The weight of the cable at times was 


tremendous. When the vessel was lay- 
ing cable in 2,000 fathoms of water 
the ground end of the cable was twen- 
ty miles astern and as the cable left 
the vessel it took nearly three hours 
for it to strike the bottom.

Rough Weather Prevents Work at the End of Deep 


Sea Line and Ship Stops Off Waikiki and Makes 
a Haul of the Armored Link to the Beach. 


s 


rRETCHING KB black length 
across the sands end into the 
sea, the shore end of the Com- 


mercial Pacific Cable was laid yester- 
day in the presence of several thousand 
people whose cheers upon the safe 
landing of the heavily armored line 
resounded through the tropical shrub- 
bery of the always famous surrouna- 


"Ifter hours of waiting, after calcu- 
lations and counter calculations, after 
changes in methods and final recourse 
to ehore power for the hauling, the 
rock cable which will rest amid the 
coral sands of Kapua harbor was pull- 
ed into place in one hour's time last 
evening. The great red sun looked out 
from beneath heavy gray lids, before 
dropping to a night's rest behind the 
western edge of the hemisphere just 
long enough to see the wonder that 
bad been wrought during the darken- 
ing hours, when, with wind and rain 
and half light only, the consummation 
of the local work was acnieved. 


The laying of the half mile of heavy 


cable constructed with manifold wrap- 
pings of iron wire, which is laid about 
the core in spiral stretches to prevent 
the chafing against the rocks or coral 
of the beach from cutting through and 
wearing out the conductor, was accom- 
plished with utmost ease and perfect 
control of the 
forces 
which were 


handled in the task. Contrary to all 
expectation, the cable ship was able to 
come up within a naif mile of the 
beach, where, with nine fathoms be- 
neath the keelson the vessel still 
swings, waiting for the time when the 
weather will moderate so that the 
work of completing the cable will be 
possible, or the winds keeping up will 
necessitate the stretching of the three 
miles of heavy'strand, the placing of 
buoys, and seeking refuge inside tne 
harbor as before. 
The work was accomplished in tne 


presence of such a crowd of Honolulu 
people as has seldom gathered. It wat, 
a most cosmopolitan assemblage, not 
such a one as is seen in the drawing 
rooms, entirely, nor one made up en- 
tirely of the men of office and counting 
room Every profession and calling was 
represented in the crowds which set- 
tled upon the fences and walls lining 


enclosure, and the 


side

out for Diamond Head. It ba4 been 
determined that the first work to be 
done would be the making of the trip 
across the channel to the dropped end 
of the deep sea line, which -would be 
picked up and the intermediate cable 
spliced on, and then the cable would 
be laid to the shore here, the work be- 
ing completed as rapidly as possible. 


But it took no more than the merest 


look at the sea in the channel to tell 
the men on board that It would be un- 
wise to attempt to work with cables 
aboard ship in the sea Which was run- 
ning at the windward end of the pas- 
saga The white caps indicated some 
rather troublesome rolls over there, 
and within an hour of the time that 
the lines were cast off and the ship 
went out, anchor had been cast at 
Waikiki and preparations were under 
way for the putting out of the roak 
cable. 


The moment the anchor had rattled 


down to the coral bed Pilot Lorenzen 
was getting ready to take Chief Offi- 
cer A. A. Troan and Assistant Hy- 
drographer R- G. Wood over the old 
course for the cable landing, with the 
hope of finding a perfect 
entrance. 


The pilot boat traveled about for some 
time and then a couple of buoys were 
dropped, one bearing aloft a red and 
the other a blue flag, and the two 
marking the line which furnishes the 
best approach to the Kapua landing. 
The boat then returned to the ship and 
after a long delay a launch of Young's, 
which had come upon the scene for the 
purpose of keeping in touch with 
what was going 'on, brought off Chief 
Engineer Benest and Engineers H. P. 
Daly and H. Raymond Barker. It was 
now 9 o'clock, and the prospect was 
that the end might be had before 
lunch. 


Plans had been made for the landing 


of the line today, and the consequence 
was that there were no preparations 
for work yesterday.

tenced to be hung by Judge Estee be- 
fore his execution can take place, be- 
cause of the reprieve granted by Gover- 
nor Dole. 


A statement regarding

by Governor Dole will be sent to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today by 
Secretary

writ of error Is perfected by his attor- 
neys 
F. E. Thompson who appeared 


for Tanbara In the trial o** the case, 
by virtue of Judge Estee's appoint- 
ment, said yesterday afternoon that he 
had not been notified as yet to take 
further steps In regard to an appeal, 
and was waiting for the Japanese to 
make known^ their wishes in the mat- 
ter.

It Is certain that Governor Dole will 


not Interfere again to stop the execu- 
tion if the writ of error Is not sued out 
In time. 
The chief reason given in the petition 


for a reprieve was that there could be

United States Supreme Court prior to 
the day of execution, and this is be- 
lieved to be the only reason that It was 
granted.

North and longitude 146 East the 
America sighted the David which was 
flying signals of distress. A boat was 
manned and sent away from the steam- 
er. On the St David they learned that 
the crew were sick and starving. Cap- 
tain Going sent a boat load of provis- 
ions to the St. David and took off one 
man, Harry John Johnson, an ordinary 
seaman of. Los Angeles, who was said 
to be dying. The St. David Intended to 
try and reach Yokohama although she 
had been badly battred up in the 
storm. 


Johnson recovered from malaria and 


In the hospital of the Maru boat last 
night told the story of the disaster. He 
said that he had shipped at Manila and 
at the same time Captain Harrington 
had given up the command of the St. 
David to Captain Ryder, said to be well 
known In Honolulu, and at that time 


Captain Ryder understood that the ship 
was well enough provisioned to make 
the voyage- to Tacoma. In a few days' 
time they found that there was practi- 
cally no provisions on board and for 
days they had been living on salt beef, 
flour, and tea. There was nothing else 
in the line of eatables on board/ One 
of the men died from Illness thought! to 
have been brought on by starvation) 


When fifty days out from Manila And 


only about eighty-five miles off the Ja- 
pan coast a typhoon strucK them. The 
three lower topsails, six feet of itbe 
fore yard arm, the fore braces, mlzten 
gallant mast, fore royal yard, and qev- 
eral other pieces of gear were carried 
away.

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THE LATE CRISIS. 


The appointment of President Roose- 


velt as arbitrator in the Venezuelan 
affair confirms a premature report, via 
Fanning island, of the choice of arbi- 
tration as a remedy. 
Just why the 


American executive should be chosen 
•when a competent tribunal exists at 
The Hague and when the United States 
is also a Venezuelan claimant, does 
not appear in the brief cable dispatch- 
es, but presumably there is some good 
reason. 
It is enough to know, as a 


basis of public satisfaction, that the 
crisis in West Indian waters has pass- 
ed and that the 
second Venezuelan 


trouble like the first one happening In 
President Cleveland's time, will come 
before a just judge Instead 
of that 


court of last resort of nations where 
the verdict goes to the heaviest bat- 
talions. 
The effect of the peaceful recourse 


taken in Venezuela has doubtless, be- 
fore this, registered itself 
upon 
the 


business interests of the nation. There 
•were distinct symptoms of a 
flurry 


when the news from La Uuayra got 
exciting. 
James Hill, the great rail- 


road financier, said that a panic in 


• the stock market was imminent and 
that many business men, fearing a war 
with Germany, were beginning to haul 
in their lines of investment. 
It was 


inevitable that an attack by one or 
both of the allied powers on the Mon- 
roe doctrine would have sent values 
tumbling. 
The banks 
would 
have 


shut off and called in loans both at 
home and abroad. 
Another 
era of 


Black Fridays would have been upon 
us. 
But all's well that ends well and 


now there is nothing to keep business 
from once more getting into its old 
pace. 


•It is always interesting 
to 
specu- 


late what the United States would 
have done in the event of war with the 
allied powers or with one of 
them. 


Acknowledging our comparative pau- 
city of naval and. military resources 
and the enormous extent of our coast 
line, including those of the "colonies" 
and the fact remains that ihe outlook 
•would not have been altogether . hope- 
less. 
It has been noticed that France 


has, in this whole matter, preserved a 
neutral attitude, though she has 
as 


much reason, financially, as Italy, to 
join in the naval demonstration. .But 
France knew that if the United States 
became embroiled with England and 
Germany or with the 
latter 
power 


alone, she would at once offer herself 
as a third member of the offensive and 
defensive alliance of France and Rus- 
sia. 
In that event the British fleet 


•would be needed on the home and co- 
lonial coasts and the German war of- 
fice would have to bend its energies 
for the protection of two frontiers and 
the' defense of German ports and colo- 
nies. 
There would have been a world 


war, more dreadful in its consequences 
than any that had gonevbefore. 


Doubtless it was a growing concep- 


tion of this peril which brought the 
allied powers around to a peaceable 
frame of mind. 
They started bump- 


tiously; they end reasonably; and a 
great mark has been set up on the 


THE CABLE.

the shores of Oahu but one came Vear 
enough to .be 
dropped 
temporarily 


while Its carrier made a short run to 
this port for coal. 
News up to the 


23d waa received. 
In a very few days, 


the time depending somewhat on the 
weather, tho dally news of the world 
will be at the 
disposal of Honolulu 


readers, and merchants and tourists 
will-find themselves In instant touch 
with th<j continental markets. 


That will be a day long worked and 


wailed for. 
It is nearly half a cen- 


tury since, soundings were first made 
with the view of an ultimate cable be- 
tween San EWnclsco and the Orient 
via Honolulu 
and 
there have been 


some other surveys since. 
Many times 


have expectations been raised 
to a 


high pitch. 
Even when Celso Caesar 


Moreno came with his high-sounding 
projects there were hopes of Imme- 
diate 
fulfillment. 
Disappointment 


followed disappointment until the pub- 
lic mipd got into such a state of dis- 
trust that there was hardly a ripple of 
interest when the Advertiser, 
in Its 


Washington correspondence, announc- 
ed that Honolulu might expect a cable 
by Thanksgiving 
Day. 
There 
had 


been no Inkling of such a thing in the 
news before, reports of possible action 
by Congress on the Corliss bill cov- 
ering the whole theme of cable promo- 
tion. 
Even in this office where 
the 


news resources of our Washington cor- 
respondent were best known and ap- 
preciated there was a feeling of mild 
incredulity. 
Yet the news waa true 


except that circumstances put the da*e 
of realization a little further along. 


It would take a long time to name 


the statesmen and publicists who have 
labored to bring this cable about. Wm. 
B. Seward, who was among'the first 
to see the importance of the Pacific to 
the expanding genius of America would 
have been glad to include the 
cable 


among the achievements of his public 
career. 
President Grant was a friend 


of the-great project, but perhaps first of 
all those whose sagacity foresaw the 
need of the cable and whose public 
policies reached out towards it was 
James G. Blaine. 
That great states- 


man really died at the doorway of his 
work. 
Expansion was 
his political 


method of ever getting their

THE ERA OP RECONCILIATION, 
The authorities of Mississippi, the 


State in which Jefferson Davis was 
inaugurated as President of the Con- 
federate States of America, have placed 
a portrait of Abraham Lincoln In their 
Hall of Fame. Mr. Rowland, director 
of the State Historical Department, in 
soliciting the picture from Robert T. 
Lincoln, signalized the passing of the 
old order in the following words: 


We of the South now realize the 


greatness and goodness and grandness 
of the character of President Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and would honor

memory. Our own Lee has been given 
a place in the Temple Of Fame, situat- 
ed on the other side of Mason and-Dlx- 
on's line, and his name stands wlttf 
that of Lincoln.

Former Hilo Pastor 


Leaves His 


Church. 


The San Francisco Chronicle says- 


Rev. 
J. A Cruzan is no longer in ac- 


cord with the belief of the orthodox 
Congregational churches 
He stated 


the same in a letter addressed to the 
Bay Association of Congregational 
Churches and Ministers, which met at 
Berkeley this week. In consequence 
of thus change of belief, or loss of faith, 
or repudiation of creeds, the former 
Congregational minister asked to have 
his name stricken from the roll of the 
association. The request was granted, 
and the registrar and committee on cre- 
dentials were instructed, to commun- 
icate with Mr. Cruzan and announce 
to him that has request had beem offic- 
ially complied with. 


It has been known, for some time 


among church people of both the Con- 
gregational and Unitarian denomina- 
tions that the minister was seriously 
contemplating severing his connections 
with the Congregational church, and 
that affiliation with the Unitarian body 
would probably follow immediately. It 
was sdmply a matter of waiting for an 
opportune time. 
For over thirty years the clergyman 


lias worked with the Congregational- 
[sts as pastor and church-organ editor 
It will be remembered that he was for 
a period in charge of the Pacific, which 
later, under the editorship of Rev. Dr 
Thompson charged him with overbroad 
religious views. In October, 1897, Mr. 
Cruzan, in an interview published in the 
Chronicle, refuted the charges made 
then by the Occident, stating that he 
tield to the great fundamental truths 
of the Christian religion. He emphat- 
ically declared his belief in God; in 
Jesus Christ as the manifestation, the 
revelation of God to the world; in the 
Trinity, the three-fold revelation of 
God as the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Spirit Of course, some inseeing 
church members might even then have 
understood the trend in this to be 
Unitarian, but Mr Cruzan did not feel 
himself evidently at that time the 
same pronounced convictions against 
orthodoxy, Which he now expresses in 
bis request to break the bond of fellow- 
ship that united him to the Congrega- 
tional Association. Nor did the de- 
nomination as a whole interpret his 
meaning as so liberal as to demand his 
resignation 
from the ministry. He 


was at the same time installed as pas- 
tor of the Berkeley Congregational 
Church and later given as a charge the 
First Foreign Church in Hilo, Hawaii- 
an Islands. He served that church for 
four years, evidently with satisfaction 
to the denomination and the congre- 
gation with which he was affiliated. It 
was only his resignation that severed 
the pastoral relations at Hilo as his 
resignation and statement of belief 
have now severed the tie binding him 
to Congregationalism

All through the preliminary hearing 


yesterday there was a disposition to 


i shift the crime to the shoulders of the 
defaulting Treasurer, W. H. Wright, 
who is a brother of' the defendant, and 
white there was no direct charge 
to 


4h,at effect, it was stated 
that 
the 


Tressurer had condoned 
the offense 


and agreed to make the amount good. 
Whit was glaringly apparent was the 
fact that Treasurer Wright knew of 
his brother's trouble several months 
befcre his flight, and had Intended to 
conceal the fact _and make good 
the 


shortage. 


E. E. Conant, the tax assessor for the 


Islaid of Kauai, told the whole story 
of tie embezzlement In court yester- 
day morning. He was brought over 
from Kauai for that purpose and occu- 
pied the witness stand for several 
houis. He testified that the shortage 
had been discovered by him about July 
1st, he having received an Intimation 
at t.iat time from Wright's bondsmen 
that there was something wrong. 
It 


developed also that Treasurer Wright 
was there at the time the discovery 
was made and went over the books 
with Conant. 


Conant said that Mr. Gay and Jas. 


Coote had told him that there was 
sonnthlng wrong with the deputy as- 
sesstr's accounts and with that inti- 
matbn he had overhauled the boo~ks. 


"'When had you 
overhauled 
the 


boote previous to that?" asked Attor- 
ney E. C. Peters on cross-examina- 
tion: 


"Trial was the first time." 
"Vino was wrth you at the time." 
"vTright was not present then; we 


wen! to Waimea from Koloa; Treasur- 
er Wright and myself; but neither W. 
A. Vright nor his books could be 
founJ. 
We sent messengers out for 


him and about 3 o'clock he came in. 
We Jiscovered a shortage In the ac- 
counis of $2,848.60 and told Wright of 
this, | Treasurer Wright -assisted In the 
exanjination of the books.
